The 
word ‘*Hotel,”” wil be dropped = from 
the name of the new structure, 
and it will be called hereafter ‘‘the Sou- 


| thern.’’ The costofthe building and grounds 


is said by Mr. Ge orge W. Allen to be $1,000,000, 
and the furnishing will cost $250,000 more. The 
work of reconstruction was begun on the old 
ruins onJune |, 1879. 

The hote!] will have 550 gnests* rooms, andthe 
dining-room will have a cawacity for seating 
1,000 guests at one time, The parlors, 
office and guests’ rooms on the 
first floor will be furnished uniformly 
inmahogany. Theoflice, counters and wood- 
work behind will be in mahogany. The 
front of the office and the bar will be of pol 
ished Missouri granite, elaborately carved and 
ornamented. The billiard tables are being 
constructed by J. M. Brunswick & Balke. es 
pecially for use in the Southern,and willbe fin- 
ished in Mahogany, to be in keeping with the 
balance of the woodwork. 

The lessees, Breslin & Co., of the Gilsey 

House, Br oadw ay, New York, are now engaged 
in purchasing the carpets and furniture, or 
having them constructed on special contracts 
forthe house. J. & W.Sloan &Co. of New 
York will furnish the carpets. The rooms on 
the parlor fioor will be carpeted with Wil- 
tons, body Brussels and moquettes. The 
furniture, and curtains for the windows will 
bein keeping with the carpets and the finish- 
ing ofthe variousrooms.

Chicago Again in the Throes of a Snow Block- 
ade—Trafiic Stopped, 

CHICAGO, March 19.—Another, the worst 
storm of the season, setin early this morning, 
and up to to this hour, noon,the snow has been 
falling rapidly, so that it now lies three or four 
inches on the level. <A fierce wind accompan- 
ied it, but so solid was the snow that it did not 
drift perceptibly, and the wet and solid mass 
lies on the streets and pavements like so much 
ice. The steam cars generally arrived 
on time, as they were neaaly 
here when the storm began, but the street 
cars, after keeping up the battle for two or three 
hours, yielded to the inevitable and sought 
their barns. The snow plow took their place 
on the tracks, and attempted to open the 
roads. but with little success, for their six or 
eight horses were barely able to keep the 
snow from the track,and it fell nearly as fast as 
it was pushed off. The streets 
were black with pedestrians during 
the morning, and later busses and carriages 
were improvised to accommodate travel, he 
telegraph wires are weather bound to most of 
the principal points. and in the city there is 
great interruption in_ telephone and, district 
tele graph business. The wires look ie two- 
inch ropes with their heavy wrappers of} snow. 
Inquiry at the railroad offices shows that the 
storm was not very severe in the north but ex- 
tended west as tar as Omaha and south to St. 
Louis and Kansas Citv, and east on the Pitts- 
burg and Fort Wayne as far as Crestline. The 
railroad men say there will undoubtedly be 
zreat delays if the storm continues much long- 
er, as itis of the most dangerous character of 
any this scason.

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BOSTON LETTER. 


“Women in the Massachusetts Courtse— 
oa A Corner-Stone Laying. .

‘tle ripple of unwonted life during a hearing 
before the Supreme Court of Massachusetts 
this morning. Four out of our seven Supreme 
Justices were on the bencn; a few lawyers

Behind ber came another, thena third and a 
fourth, something after the fashion of the sis- 
ters, cousins and aunts come tripping onto the 
stage in the wake of the ruler of the Queen’s 
navy. They were pretty young ladies—so said, 
the limb of the law who told me of the inci- 
dent, and his judgment in such a matter 
would admit of no appeal—and they took seats 
dra settee, drew forth from the bag each her 
note-book. and. coimmposedly began taking 
notes. The Court smiled; Chief Justice 
Gray, the conservative, hard-headed and

She must Le presentable at all 
hours, and not betray fatigue and lassitude 
to morning callers, fearful of harsh criticism 
and of being called old because she has been 
out solong. She is no made beauty—if she ts 
she can only be seen under yellow lights sur- 
rounded by a haloanda perfume. She can- 
not invite inspection in garish daylight or the 
cosmetic and bleached hair wouldbetray the 
artshe has usedin herrole. The beauty by 
nature cannot hope to defy the ravages oftime 
always, and non-marrying men have no right 
to monopolize her to the exclusion of the men 
Whoreally mean to take a wife. 

The plea against marriage set up by young 
men, is unfortunately, one too well grounded 
in fact to make a jestuf. They urge that the 
pretty girls—the women who are best worth 
seeking, so far as appearance and breeding go, 
which are essentials no society man can af- 
ford utterly to ignore, are the least tit to un- 
dertake to presiae over an establishment.

While he admires, and is pas- 
sionately fond of a delievte creature who 
waltzes divinely, paints dad»-,anl has Bee- 
thoven end Meyerbeer at her tinger’s ends, 
he is no less alive to the necessity of her baing 
a good housewife. 

No young girl with aspirations to be mar- 
ried can afford to boast of her 
entire ignorance Of homely virtues and ac- 
complishments. 

Many young girls who understan1 some- 
thing of cookery are almost ashamed in com- 
pany to admit one of their chiefest attrac- 
tions, fearing it will militate against their 
other gracés. Too many, however, must 
confess in all honesty that to them the kitchen 
is an unexplored region, a place of heat, 
unpleasant odors and steams of which they 
taveahorror. No lady ruling in her own 
house can expectexcellencein a servant when 
she is entirely an amateur herself.

Louis looking to the instruction in cookery as 
an art, can not be too highly praised e- too 
much pstronized, as this art is indeed the 
foundation of home, welfare and happinegs.

It is now fashionable to learn how to cook, 
hence it may be possible that society will 
henceforth have better dinners, and husbands 
and sons who dine out less often. It had to 
be reached in this wav if at all, and as an ac- 
complishment demanded by fashion standa 
better show than are catled for by common 
sense.

When she again entered she 
saw the old man lying on the floor, with Stone 
holding him by the hands, while his wife was 
thrashing him with the cowhide. After beat- 
ing him to their satisfaction, Stone, his wife 
and the other woman left the house.

THE LATE CZAR. 


His Early Faith and the Romance of His 
First Love. 
From the New York Evening Post. 


Alexander was made sub-lieutenant of the 
Imperial Grand when four.eeen years old. 
One day he happened to cross when in uni- 
form one of the halls of the palace whepne the 
highest dignitaiies of the realm were as- 
sembled. As he _ entered they rose and 
bowed. This mark of respect from the old- 
est soldiers of the empire flattered the boy’s 
vanity. In his glee he repeatedly passed 
through the room, expecting the same recog- 
nition from the courtiers. The latter took no 
further notice. Vexed at what he considered 
a breach of etiquette the voung Grand Duke 
complained to his father of the treatment he 
received. Nicholas took him by _ the 
hand and led him to the hall. ‘‘These men 
whom you want to honor you,” he said, ‘*are 
the men you should honor. You should re- 
gard any mark of respectthey pay you as an 
excess Of kindness. What you have done 
shows that you are too voung to wear the 
epaulettes of an officer. I deprive you of 
them.” All entreaties were in vain. Alex- 
ander was degraded in tne presence of the 
assembly; tobe made, however, Colonel in 
the Grenadiers of the Guard at the age of 
sixteen, Alhhough he then led a joyous life, 
be begarto be subject to those fits of melan- 
choly which are characteristic of the family 
ofthe Romanoffs. The Prince Morouzi, a 
chamberluin attached to his person, relates 
that he would sometimes remuin for 
weeks witbout uttering a word. Traveling 
Was suggested as aremedy for this morose- 
ness, but as it seemed to have no effect, mar- 
riage was prescribed. The romance of this 
marriage is too well known to need relating. 
The happiness of this couple, however, came 
toan untimely end. Religion carried to the 
extreme of Ligotry was the original cause of 
the estrangement between the imperial pair. 
Insvite of her Protestant birth and educa- 
tion, Marie Alexandrovna showed all along a 
strong inclination to the r.tes of the Greek 
Church. She found a charm in its devotion- 
al exercises .and lifeless ceremonies 
which had never dawned upon 
the Emperor. Hier apartment  be- 
came achapel. The number of hours she 
daily spent before the “‘Sacred Imazes’”’ in- 
creased to amore and more serious extent. 
Thata nun’s life was ky no means calculated 
to please a brilliant an leasure-loving hus- 
band itis needless toadd. It was at this 
epoch that the Princess Catherine Dolgorou- 
ki made her appearance at court. It was 
like the rising of anew star. In her pres- 
ence the Emperor seemed to forget every one 
else. Hersocial success at court and the 
constant homage paid to her by her sovereign 
could not fail, finailv, honestas she was at 
heart, to intoxicate her. Imperceptibly the 
young girl fell in love, not with the splendor 
or power of the Emperor, but with the chiv- 
alrous appearance ofthe man. Yet, she re- 
sorted to ail expedients to break off an 
intimacy Which she saw could only end in dis- 
honor, and for months she refused to receive 
the visits of her sovereign. She lived in 
tears. The Princess Dolgorouki Volcano, 
her aister-in-law, with Whom she lived, not 
wishing to cover with her good name the fall 
of the girl Who had been eutrusted to her 
care, in a stormy interview forbade the Em- 
peror her house. The Czar withdrew. On 
the morrow he forwarded to the Princess his 
poitrait with the autographic legend, ‘*To 
the womanl respect the most.’”?

In that 
spot for many years the Russian autoerat al- 
most daily sought oblivion from the pre-oceu- 
pation of state affairs.

The new Empress,the Princess 
Dagmar, or, as she was re-christened on 
being adinitted to the Eastern Church, the 
Princess Mary Fedorovna, is eX- 
tremely popular with the St. 
Petersburg people. She has four 
beautiful children—the eldest, Nicholas, a 
fine boy of twelve; the second, George, about 
bine, who bears a striking resemblance to the 
early pictures of Alexander LI., and two much 
younger ones, Xenia and Michael. She has 
accompanied her husband to ail parts of 
European Iiussia, and has gained the affec- 
tion of the people, particularly of the Poles. 
In thé winter at the Anitchkov Palace, she 
had an annual Christmas tree, but it was not 
invariably the children of the nobles who 
were invited, buta number fromthe most 
squalid homes in St. Petersburg, recom- 
mended by some of the members of the 
society for the relief of the distress, and these 
were always sent uway with a gnod stock of 
warm clothing as Well as the custoinary pres-

He takes a ramble on foot through the streets 
during two hours, and heis so _ familiar a 
figure, in his broad-brimmed wideawake and 
Inverness cape, that a Cardinal in scarlet 
would hardly receive more salutations than 
he gets.

They are 
led with silk, and will be chosen for sum- 
mer morning use.

Mr. Gladstone’s Physical Decay. 
L. J. Jennings in the New York World. 


There afe times, indeed, when Mr. Glad- 
stone has the look of a man whose forces are 
nearly spent. His heavily lined and hollow 
cheeks are of a deathly sage and astrang- 
er meeting him suddenly might almost take 
him for a ghost but for the bright, glittering 
eyes which no one who ever looks upon that 
remarkable countenance will be likely to for- 
get. Mr. Gladstone’s eyes and Mr. Gladstone’s 
voice are quite unlike the eyes and yoice of 
any other man to be met within this world. 
The voice, unluckily, seems to be breaking 
fast. The immense amount of open-air 
speaking which was done during the Midlo- 
thian campaign must have had some effect 
upon it, and of late the change has been very 
marked.

Sir Julius Benedict once said to me, as we 
were listening to Mr. Gladstone delivering a 
speech, “Do you know how it is that he 
speaks so well as that?

“Yes,truly, I have heard him sing the 
sweetest tenor you could wish to find any- 
where. Oh, it is to my art that he owes much 
ou.’? But the 


of his eloquence, I can tell 
finest voice will wear out, and Mr. Gladstone 
nas not allowed histo rust out. Not bY any 
possibility could he have made a more lavish 
use of the gift which fell to his lot when the 
fairies were over his cradle; whether he has 
always used it wisely and well, the historian 
will perhaps be able to decide better than his 
contemporaries. 

I think itis Lord Houghton who says that 
Mr. Gladstone’s voice exactly resembles that 
of William Pitt—so he has been assured by 
those who well remembered hearing Pitt in 
his palmy days. Atany rate, there is no one 
who has a Voice like it. 

For many reasons, then, Mr. Gladstone is 
the life and soul of the present Ministry, and 
of the Liberal party also, as we find it consti- 
tuted to-day. Let him be taken away, and 
there is much that must fall to pieces. The 
personal value, so to speak, of Lord Beacons- 
field is not nearly so great. For upwards of 
four years the world has seen very little of 
him, and he bas been entirely withdrawn from 
the great arena of politics on which all men’s 
eyes are fixed.

Prince William, though not al- 
together free from acertain constitutional deli- 
cateness, 1s nevertheless a secure rider and a 
vigorous oarsman; while fromthe maternal 
sideof his parentage he seems to have come 
by a Brittish love of sport and adventure. 
Capt. Marryat, in particular, is a g,eat favor- 
ite ef the Prince.

A PRISON TRAGEDY. 


Frank Pfeifer, Burglar, Kills His Cell 
Mate and Hangs Himself. 
From the Philadelphia Times, March 17. 

When Keeper Thomas McGuigan, of the 
Eastern Penitentiary, a little afterS o’clock 
yesterday morning, visited the cell occupied 
by convicts John McBride agd Frank Pfeifer 
to give them their breakfasts, he made a dis- 
covery which sent cold chills creeping over 
him and soon brought Warden Cassidy and 
other prison officials hurriedly to the scene. 
When McGuigan thrust in the men’s food 
through ahole in the iron grating and called 
tothem he could get no response, so he 
unlocked the door and stepped 
briskly into the cell, to stumble 
and fall headlong over some object lying near 
the door, which was afterwards found to be 
McBride’s dead body. Recovering himself 
McGuigan saw the body of Pfeifer suspende 
by the neck by asmall but strong cord at- 
tached to the gas fixture which comes into 
the cell over the door. Warden Cassidy was 
immediately summoned and gave orders that 
the bodies should not be touched, and should 
be left just as they were found until the cor- 
oner should arrive. Subsequent examina- 
tions showed beyond a doubt that Pfeifer had 
murdered McBride and then committed sui- 
cide, but the affair is shrouded in a great deal 
of mystery, andthe motive for the double 
crime is entirely unknown and probably will 
remain so. 

Pfeifer was a professional thief and burglar 


who, although only twenty-three years old, 7 


had served éne term in the Penitentiary on 
Blackwell’s Island and two terms in Sing 
Sing prison. He was sent here on the 18th of 
last month from Wilkesbarre, having been 
sentenced to an imprisonmentof three years 
and six months for burglary committed at 
White Haven, where he was temporarily so- 
journing witb his uncle, having but recently 
been released from Sing Sing. It is said that 
he tried to hang himselfin the Wilkesbarre 
jail. : 

' McBride, who was forty-nine years old and 
a plasterer by trade, was sentenced in the 
Quarter Sessions in this city on the 20th of 
September last to an imprisonment of two 
pears forindecent exposure and aggravated 
assaultand battery. Atthe time of his trial 
it was said that McBride had been convicted 
once before of a nameless crime, but Warden 
Cassidy does not remember that he was ever 
before in the penitentiary. 

When Pfeifer was received at the Peniten- 
tiary he was put in the cell with McBride,and 
so far as the prison authorities knew they got 
along well together and seemed to be good 
friends. Neither made any complaint of the 
other. and they were fairly well behaved. 
McBride was not locked up during the dav, 
but worked atgpacking tabacco in_ boxes. 
Pfeifer worked in his cell, stripping tobacco. 
Thev were, according to custom locked in the 
cell at 7 o’clock Tuesday evening. During the 
night Keeper McGuigan looked into the cell 
and saw them both in bed, apparently asleep. 
Nothing further was seen or heard of them 
until their dead bocies were found. But there 
must have been 4 desperate struggle between 
them. 

EVIDENCES OF A TERRIBLE STRUGGLE. 


The body of McBride was found about two | 


and a half feet from the grated door of the 
cell, resting uponthe knees, withthe head 
thrown backward and supported by the 
doubled-up mattress from one of the cots. A 
pair of lightcolored flannel drawers, marked 
with Pfeifer’s number, 728, were knotted by 
the legs tightly around the throat. Blood 
was trickling froma the nostrils. There were 
splashes of blood upon McBride’s shirt, 
drawers, right foot and left hand 
and upon the palm of the 
right henc. The floor of the cell was be- 
spettered. but the gore bad dried. The fit- 
tings of the cell were in disorder. Behind 
McBride, towards the cell wall, was a box, 
upon the edge of which was balanced a table 
knife covered with blood. Directly against 
the door, and suspended froma gas fixture 
juttipg out about a° foot into the cell was 
Pfeifer’s body, with the back to the door, the 
blackened tongue being between the teeth. 
Three strands of stout dark-colored hard- 
ware twine passed up the left side of the neck 
and had cut deep indentations in the skin. 
There were but two strands around the 
throat and those two had cut deeply. Pfeif- 
er’s feet hung in such a position as to indi- 
cate that had he so desired he could easily 
have rested them uponthe high iron door- 
sill. A stoolabout two feet high was near 
his feet, and upon this he had apparently 
stood before adjusting the noose. There was 
blood upon the hands and uponthe soles of 
the feet, the latter proving that Pfeifer had 
walked around in the cell after the affray. 
Pfeifer had a deep cut on his right wreis', 
which was concealed by a cotton stocking 
drawn up over the hand. 
PFEIFER, THE MURDERER. 

All the surroundings indicated strongly that 
Pieifer had been the !ust one alive, and that 
the bruises upon his cell mate’s head had 
been produced by being forcibly dashed 
against the heavy iron door-sill, and that the 
assassin had used the drawers as a lever. 
When Deputy Coroner Powers and Dr. J. G. 
Lee, the Coroner’s physician, visited the 
penitentiary . at noon Dr. Lee cut down 
Pfeifer’s body. Both corpses were taken to 
the Morgue. The autopsy showed that terri- 
ble force, such as might have been produced 
by hurling the disabled man McBride against 
the iron door-sill, had caused a serrated frac- 
ture of the inside of the skull, involving the 
frontal, temporal and parietal bones and ex- 
tended to the orbital plates. 

The disputed question 1s whether the man 
was choked first and the assailant discover- 
ing afterwards some signs of returning ani- 
mation best bis victim’s head against the 
cell door-step, or whether the skull was 
fractured first and the work completed by 
strangulation aiterwards. The fact that 
Pfeifer had aknife-cut upon his wrist showed, 
itis believed, that McBride had defended 
himself. Thelattermay have acted on the 
defensive from the first against an assault 
from Pfeifer, who may have had an insane 
outbreak, or Pfeifer may have resisted an as- 
sault which McBride’s sentence indicates him 
capable of attempting. The inquest will be 
held to-day.

Building, and the widow sought the legal 
assistance and advice of Messrs. Finkelnburg 
and Rassieur, who agreed to file and conduct 
a damage suitin her behalf for a contingent 
fee of one-third the amount recovered. There 
was consideruble difticuléy in reaching the le- 
gal cetendants to the suit, as the title had 
passed from different hands to others, and 
consequently there were continuances and 
delays from term to term which the poor 
widow's mind could not grasp, and yexed, 
hatrassed aud annoyed at the law’s delay, she 
asked another legal firm, Stewart & Weitinz, 
to take her case in hand. Messrs. Finkejnburg 
and Rassieur had advanced the widvuwmoney 
tor her iminediate necessities, and were out of 
pocket by her legal patronage. After 
&% time the case reacned a 
trial against Barnett, the architect, 
as one of the defendants and Mr. Rassieur con- 
sented to assist Stewart and Weiting in putting 
the case through. A verdict and judgment 
was recovered against Barnett for $5,000, and, 
although the case went through two stages of 
apppeal, it was aftirmedin the highest court. 
The widow was paid some _ portion 
of the amount, and Stewart and Weit- 
ing received some portion for 
their legal services under a contingent ar- 
rangement but Finkelnburg & Rassieur claimed 
that they never received acent of the judg- 
ment. The old lady complained that she had 
not been treated honestly and that some ofthe 
lus jyeis were witholdiug money that belonged 
to her. After ecoming disgusted 
with her trcutment sue piaced 
her affuirsin the hands of another lawyer, 
Jumes A. Beal, and the result of it ail was that 
several partfes were reaching out for the mon- 
ey recovered under the judgment, some by at- 
tuchment, garnishment proceedings ang oth- 
erwire. Ali the lawyers who have ever handled 
Mrs. Lottmann’s case assert that she has been 
properiy dealt with, and that her 
wlicVunce is a fancied one. In any case the 
— voman’s legalexperience has dethroned 
errenuson, and she roams about the courts 
and public offices, a pitiful wreck, appealing 
from One person to another to assist her in 
some effort for the recovery of her money.

Thus, there isa 
very large amount of corn in the State; tiere 
is no way to get itinto market, and receipts 
from there may only be expected as long as the 
stations on the line of the road have corn, and 
when ‘they give oyf, then receipts 
must necessarily fall off.-The corn, too, 
throughout lowy is in poor condition owing to 
the heavy snows that have fallen and covered 
the cribs, and now this snow@elting has soft- 
ened the corn and hurt its grafling properties. 
During the past week a large proportion of the 
corn alriving in this market from that State has 
inspected rejected, missing the grade NO. 2 
owing to its being soft and damp. Lowa is also 
aaifl to be almost covered with water from the 
‘melted snow and late rains, and as this water 
freezes every night, the fear is entertained that 
wheat will be seriously dumaged.

‘ARMSTRONG ACQUITTED. 


The Jury Declare the Ex-Vice. 
President Not Guilty. 


Conclusion of the Trial Before Judge 
Cady—Speeches of the Counsel, 


_Atter the docket of the Court of Criminal 
Correction was disposed of to-day the case of 


Col. D. H. Armstrong, which was Specially set 


for argument at ll a. m., was taken up shortly 
before noon. Mr. Charles F. jo, 
opened the case by giving a synop- 
sis of the instructions, after which tye 
briefly reviewed the prominent points in the 
testimony. He said one officer had bee, 
charged by a bseother officer with immorality, 
gambling and receiving giits from meu azaingt 
whom he was expected to make Cases: 
of returning to lottery men their ticker. 
This was referred to Capt. Lee with instructions 


| and that nothing turther was ever heard of the 


matter until the Grand Jury returned an in. 
dictment. He said Officers Todd and Grimes 
were not relieved trom the duty in which they 
were charged with committing the offenses tory 
amonth. Officer Grimes’ testimony was that 
he was not relieved until October 4, thouyzy 
the report was made on the 2th of the 
previous month. Capt. Fox's testimony, he 
claimed, substantiated this, as he said Ofticer 
Todd was not assigned toduty in the mounted 
district until some time in October, and it was 
notuntil then that he received instructions to 
keep a watch onbim. He said the instructions 
were not toinvestigate the charges, but to watch 
himand see that he did not dothe like again, 
He was followed by Col. Normile for the de- 
fendant, who said that in all his professional 
career and in all the exverience he had before 
coming to the bar, as much as is usualiy crowd. 
ed into the life of a man of his years, he had 
never seen or heard of such an unprecedented 
and extraordinary case as one then 
betore the jury. Hie pretaced lis 
address to the jury with an 
excellent introduction reviewing history where 
the purest were persecuted for failure to unite 
with the mob; showing where the best of men 
were guillotined tor not crying *‘ Long live tie 
Republic!’’ Heasked it u repetition of these 
scenes were to be enacted in St. Louis, and the 
respected detendant§ to Persecuted 
for what Was u Viola 
tion ot any fe He spoke 
at length en the character of the witnesses, and 
asked that if his churucter was at stake and the 
515 convicts he sent to the penitentiary were to 
be criied ugainst him, what consideration 
would be given the testimony’ He asked that 
the jury would not disgrace the man who had 
Sat beside the great men ot 
the nation in the nation’s coun- 
cil, and that without leaving their 
seats they would discharge him. The indict- 
ment of Missouri’s ex-Sentor had been wired all 
over the nation, and he asked that the old man 
be discharged at once, and that it would go all 
over the country’ that he was acquitted by his 
jurors without discussion. In  cCon- 
clusion he said he asked nothing 
for his client Btor his public services, 
but warned them not tu rob Col. Armstrong ot 
his good name. Conscious of the innocence ot 
his- client, he had accepted the jury without 
challenging a singleman. He wus willing to 
submit the case to the jury without argument, 
and let them take it without further say. 

Col, Normile’s speech was strong, effective 
and replete with elegant language uud Classi- 
cal reterences. A good-sized audience waa 
present during the argument. 

Mr. Jos. D. Lodge closed the case with a 
very clear concisg speech, and the jury re- 
tired at 1:45, 

THE VERDICT. 

At half past two the jury returned into 
court with a verdict of ‘‘not guilty.’’ Col. 
Armstrong, On being congratulated, said he 
had thought all along that Judge Cady should 
have tuken the toe of his boot and kicked the 
case out of Court, but hedid not want to say se 
until the trial was ended.

hose who never saw Avignon in the time 
of the Popes saw nothing. For gayety, life, 
animation, fetes, never was there such a 
town. From morning to night there were 
processions, pilgrimages, streets carpeted and 
decked with flowers, arrivals of Cardinals by

My cardinals will be furious, 
but 1 cannot help it, lam used to that sotor 
thing! Come to me to-morrow after vespers 
und i will decorate you with all the insignia 
of your rank before the assembled chapter, 
and afterward I wil! conduct you to see the 
mnule, and vou shall come with both of us to 
the vine! There! will that content vou?’ 

It is not necessary to say how delighted was 
Tistet Vedene, nor with what impatience he 
awaited the ceremony of the morrow. Never- 
theless, there was some ane in the palace who 
was still happier and more impatient than he, 
and this was the inule! 

Since the returnof Vedene she had never 
ceased cramming herself with corn; and up 
to the hour for vespers the terrible beast gave 
continual kicks against her stable wall.

A Budget of Sensible Suggestions 
for Agriculturists. 7 


Farming for Pleasure—A New Method of 
Potato Culture—Stone for Fences— 
Liberal Sheep Feeding — Hens 
and Eggs—Household Re- 

ceipes, Ete., Etc. 


Farmers often complain that their occupa- 
tion is unaccompanied with the pleasures in- 
cident to other pursuits, more especially those 
carried on in cities and large towns. They 
affirm that ther work is exceedingly hard, 
monotonous and contining. They are often 
inclined to speak of it as consisting in noth- 
ing but toilsome drudgery. They declare that 
they become tired of the continual sight of 
the same ficlds, pastures and trees, and grow 
weary of the same round of duties. Now, in 
point of fact, farming and the kindred pur- 
suits,gardening, fruit-culture and stock-rais- 
ing, are elmost the only kinds of profitable 
employments that a man ever engages in with 
the expectation of deriving any great amount 
of pleasure. No man drives the team attached 
toa horse-car, handles the sails of a lake 
schooner, cigs coal in a dark mine, attaches 
shoes to the feet of a kicking mule, digs sew- 


eis in the streets of a great city, carries brick | 


2nd mortar for masons, keeps books fora great 
mercantile firm, reeecives and pays out money 
ata bank, or practices Jaw, “just for the fun 
of the thing,” stillavery large number of 
persons annually engage in farming, garden- 
ing, steck and poultry raising, chiefly, if not 
entirely for pleasure obtained from the em- 
ployment. A very large proportion of me- 
chanics, traders and professional men who 
have the means, own and cultivate farms and 
cardens, or raise some kind of animals or 
fowls. Many large capitalists engage in agri- 
culture and horticulture fortie pleasure they 
offord. The number of amateur fariners is 
large both in this country and in Europe. 
There are, however, no blacksmiths, miners, 
sailors, accountants or dentists. An oecup2- 
ticn in which persons engage for pleasure ean 
not be a very disagreeable one. So far from 
Leing monotonous, the occypations of farmers 
present the greatest variety of labor. 
RAISING POTATOES UNDER STRAW. 

While itis not our purpose to commend 
this method as suitable for general cuiture, 
we can commend it for certain places and cir- 
cumstances. In a soil that ts gravelly and dry, 
itis rarethata good crop of potatoes can be 
procuced in the usual mode of cultivation, 
On such soil, bowever,a good crop can al- 
most surely be raised by a liberal coyering of 
straw. The comptete covering of the soil 
keeps a more uniform temperature and mois- 
ture. Potatoes are impatient of extremes of 
cither. If one hus a neglected corner which 
is rough and weedy, a profitable crop of po- 
tatoes ean be raised on it by giving 4n extra 
covering of straw. The covering being heavy 
enough to prevent sprouting of weeds, saves 
cultivation. . Potatoes flourish ail the better 
for such a straw covering. The soll is vreat- 
ly benefited and fined down. In the changes 
mace on Glenellen farm, a barn was removed 
and the site and old barn-yard were broucht 
into the present garden spot. The soil had 
been tramped when wet for so many springs 
and driedinthe the Mareh winds until the 
clay Was the most obstinate we ever met. We 
had plowed, and roiled, and harrowed, and 
banged the lumps with the hoe until we be- 
can to think we bad canghta Tartar. Wehad 
treated it to long manure and short manure, 
and plowed in the fail, and planted potatoes 
inthe spring, and yet the clay.was tourrh and 
hard. At last we plowedin the fatl, and 
eaily in the spring planted with potatoes 
without plowing. After covering tie potatoes 
With a hoe two inches deep, We spread over 
slin coat of old straw about fifteen inches 
deep. We looked under the straw in July and 
found excellent potatoes and in abundance. 
The cost of cultivating the crop was the cov- 
ering of straw and as that came froih the re- 
wains of a straw-stack Which we wished 
moved, that outiay Was inconsiderable. The 
digging of the potatoes Was alight job We 
leit the straw that season to be scratched over 
by the ehickens, where they found great 
amusement. Inadry time in the fall we 
plowea tnat clammy, cloddy spot and found 
that it had been converted and redeemed into 
a loose rich soil. So much for adeep cover- 
ing of straw on a potato pateh. In Dr. Har- 
lan’s book, “Farming witb Green Manures,” 
he enforces by examples the lessons of said 
improvement by green manures. He follows 
this with teaching that strawis Worth inore 
spread on soil than tramped under foot of 
cattle in the barn yard and then hauled to the 
field. Hesays: ‘Some years ago I raised 905 
bushels of potatoes to the acre by planting 
the sets on plowed and mellow gzrouni a foot 
apart and covering them with straw from 12 
to 18 inches deep.’’ 

We have never planted closer than 30 inches 
by 18 inches, but we agree with Dr. Harlan 
that we could alwavs raise potatoes in that 
manner, if we could onlv get the straw. 

Dr. Sturtevant, in the Tribuve of February 
23, speaking of **Requisites for Potatoes,” 
says the best fertilizer on dry soil is water. 
Avain it says, any cause which checks the 
crowth of the plant after the tubers are 
formed, tends to check their growth and to 
stimulate the formation of new tubers. A 
severe hoeing in mid-season will dothis. <A 
drouth at this time will have like effect. Con- 
tinuous growth is prerequisite to the best 
crop. Now we suggest that these requisites 
can be better obtained by a heavy coverinz of 
straw than tn any other way. 

LIBERAL FEEDING OF SHEEP. 

Farmers are generally advised to keep sheep 
because thev will *‘pick up a living” during 
warm Wexther on lanl so poor and rocky that 
it willnot produce sufficient grass or other 
sorts of fodder for the subsistence of cattle 
and horses, and because they willlive through 
the winter on corn fodder, straw and poor 
hay. We often bear persons describing a 
tract of rough, recky and partially barren 
country as “good ‘sheep iand.’?? Many per- 
sons appear to have the opinion that Vermont 
is the best State in the Union for sheep be- 
“use alarge proportion of the land is not 
available for cultivation, or even for general 
crazing purposes. Many portions of Califor- 
nia, Colorado and Texas are regarded as “un- 
common for sheep”? because they are good for 
nothing else. . Indeed, many intelligent per- 
fous secintothink that asomewhat scanty 
supply of both vegetation and water is highly 
benciicial to sheep. ‘They state that the prai- 
rics ore not adapted to sheep husbandry, but 
that the vast arid plains in South America 
and Australia are. + They therefore de- 
cline to keep sheep where cattle and horses 
do execedingly well. 

Now well-drained land is essential fora 
sheep pasture, but it is not necessary to have 
it incline at an angle of forty-five degrees, to 
be cut up by gullies, or largely covered by 
stones, and consequently productive of very 
little grass. Sheep, especially the larger 
breeds, which are most desirable for the pro- 
duction of mutton, do best on rich land wiaich 

roduces a large amount of vegetation. In 

england the best muiton sbeep are raised on 
some of the richest land in the entire island. 
The most successful sheep-raiserin Wisecon- 
sin keeps his flocks during tbe greater part of 
the summer and fall on very rich land recent- 
ly seeded to clover. The sheep iustead of 
travelling ali day in pursuit of pene preenre 
all they desire inashort time and We down 
and enjoy themselves. It is trne that sheep 
will generally ‘‘get through the winter.” If 
they are allowed the run of a pasture or field 
and bave straw, poor hay and eoro fod:ler ou 
which they can satisfy their hunger. They 


will not thrive, however, likesheep that bave — 


an abundsnee of clover hay, roots, corn, 
smajl grainand Soxseed. | They. will appear 
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in the spring in poor condition, both as-re- 
spects flesh and wool. 

Good feed and care produce fine mutton 
apd an even quality of wool., Sheep that are 
fatare seldom troubled with ticks or other 
sortsof vermin. To have lambs in condition 
for the early market, when they bring the 
highest price, it is necessary to feed the ewes 
well both before and after the lambs are 
dropped. Ewes that are nursing lambs are 
heavy feeders. Fora week or more after 
they have dropped lambs they should be fed 
roots and bran, and from that time forward 
they should have corn, oats and linseed meal, 
as Well as good hay. The lambs should be 
taught toeatas soon as possible, as their 
dams when supported on dry food will not 

ive a suflicient amount of milk to keep them 
n good condition. Boxes or troughs should 
be arranged for holding their food, which 
should consist of oats and cornmeal mixed 
togetber. Frem present appearances genu- 
ine spring lamb will be very high and difficult 
toobiain. There is nothing, however, which 
epicures will be at more cost and trouble to 
gitain. 

SOWING MIXED SEED. 

Since the introduction of winnowing ma- 
chines that are able to separate seeds of dif- 
ferent sizes, some farmers sow several varie- 
ties of grainin the same fleld and rely on 
their machines{todo the work of sorting. 
Tkey think that they run less risk if they sow 
more than one kind of grain. If one fails on 
account of bad season or the depredations of 
insects, another may succeed. Dr. F 
Hexamer, the well-known experimenter, last 
season tried sowing a large variety of garden 
seeds on the same and, and was well satisfied 
with the result. This is the way he tells the 
story of how they became mixed up and how 
they grew when planted. 

‘A box containing several packages of dif- 
ferent seeds—sweet corn, bush beaus, cucum- 
bers and peas, the latter largely predomina- 
ing,—was carelessly left open, so that mice 
cot into it. <A high festival they must have 
bud, gnawing through tbe bags, mixing up 
the entire lot, and destroying as much as they 
could before the mishap was discovered. 
We were just then making garden, and it ov- 
curred to me that the best use to make of 
these mixed seeds «might be to sow them in- 
stendd of peas alone, anticipating that the 
more tender kinds would fail to sprout or be 
kflled by frosts, asit was several weeks be- 
fore the season for planting corn and cucum- 
bers in the open ground. ‘ihe peas came on 
finely and produced afull crop. Beans ap- 
peared a little later, and iarnisbed a dish 
soener than the regular sowing. I had almost 
forgotten about the other seeds, when, to my 
surprise, an occasional cucumber vine showed 
itself, and the corn pushed vigorously up 
through the withering pea vines. The first 
peas, the first beans, as well as the first ears 
of corn from the garden were picked on this 
row—a vegetable garden initself. Encour- 
aged by this success, I have often since re- 
peated the experiment, in part at least by 
sowing early corn and peas inthesame fur- 
row. The corn does notinterfere with the 
peas, asthe latter have already completed 
their growth when the corn requires the en- 
tire ground, and the pea vines are rather ben- 
eficial to the young corn, affording protection 
avainst frosts. Ido not advise to rely, for 
the maim crop, solely on this mixed corn and 
pea vrowing, but as tae loss of the seed, even 
ifthe corn should failis not worth mention- 
ing, and as no extra ground and labor are re- 
quired, and en additional souree for a suc- 
cessive supply of sweet corn is opened there- 
by, the experimentis worth atrial. Early 
Minnesota and Dolly Dutton are the earliest 
and best varieties [have grown: Darling’s 
and Moore’s early I found the most desirable 
for medium, and Evyptian or Washington 
inurket for late crop.’ 

STONE FOR FENCE POSTS. 

It is evident that barbed wire will take the 
Place of boards and rails in the construction 
of farm fenees in nearly all portions of the 
country. Even with the profits placed on it 
bv a monoply, itis the cheapest fencing ma- 
terial in the world. Jtis also cheap to trans- 
port and easy to put up, in fact, it meets 
nearly allthe requirements fora cheap dur- 
able and excellent defense against stock. 
This excellent substitute for boards was in- 
troduced at just sbout the rizht time. Tnere 
is how a demand for a substitute for wooden 
posts. ‘There are fewer kinds of wood that 
will supply good, lasting posis than will fur- 
nish goed vourds. The trees that furnish wood 
suitable for posts are of slow growth, and few 
of thein can be cultivated with any degree of 
success. Cedar mnakes the best posts, but the 
trees scldom grow outside swampsin a few 
of the more northern states. ‘The wood is 
now in demand for a variety of other purposes 
than farmfence posts.) Nearly all the tele- 
graph poles are cedar,and the number re- 
quired is inereasing very rapidly. Cedar 
biocks are now used tor paving streéts, and 
large cedar trees are employed for making 
pidis and a variety of smali articles. 

‘The best aud cheapest substitute for wood 
appears to be stone. In most portions of the 
West limestone capable of being easily split is 
abundent. It is oiten found in layers of about 
the thickness desired for fenee posts. Tie 
deposits of limestone of this character are 
genegally very near the surface of the earth, 
und muy be very easily worked. Openings for 
holding the support of wire can be made in 
this soit stone very readily. In many localti- 
ties stone posts can be furnished cheaper than 
wooden ones. They are heavy to draw, but 
when there is snow on tie ground, as there 
has been durjng the past winter,they can be 
moved from the quarry tothe farm without 
difficulty. A stone post will not decay and 
Will not burn up. When placed in position it 
will remain for years unless itis broken. The 
liability to breakage is but slight. A fence 
made of barbed wire offers but slight resist- 
ance to the wind,and no kindof stock is 
likely torun against it. Stone posts are as 
easily set as wooden ones, and their looks 
improve with age, as they become covered 
With moss.

HENS AND EGGS.

Light Brahmas,says a writer in the Kansas 
Farmer, asarule, lay 150 eggs inone year. 
They will lay 100 of that number between the 
firstday of December and the first of June. 
My puillets, as a general rule commenced lay- 
ing at six months old; that is,ifthey are 
hatched in March, they will commence laying 
in August and continue to lay all winter with 
proper care. Now 1 do not state this as mere 
suess Work, but fron actual experience with 
this breed ef fowls for several years. The 
Leghorn tow] will lay the largest number of 
ecgsina year ofany fowl I know of; but if 
they Jay in the winter season you must have a 
very Warm place for them. They will lay 170 
eggs In a year or twenty more than the 
average Brahma, but they will lay the largest 
share of this number in the summer season, 
while the Brahma is attending to other duties, 
either sitting on her nest or bringing up her 
humerous famiiy. ‘Che Leghorns, being non 
sitters, can putin their spare time faying the 
extra twenty eggs, which usually are worth 
five or six cents per dozen this season of the 
year. One other point 1 wish to make is that 
Brahina eggs will weigh seven toa pound, 
While it will take eight of the Leghorns. This 
of course, doesnot make any difference in 
their market value so long as they are sold by 
the dozen, but for home use it certainly does. 
I am well aware there are those who think it 
is all in the feed, and not in the breed. 1 know 
that feed of the proper kind and served up in 
cood shape has a good deal to do with it, but 
not so much as some believe. You may have 
the best of breeds and leave them to get their 
feed the best they can and roost in the trees, 
and lam very certain they would not shell 
out hiony eggs if the Weather was anything 
like it bas been this winter. 

TAKE SUNFLOWER IN RUSSIA. 


In Southwestern Russia, between the Bal- 
tic and the Black seas,the sunflower is uni- 
versally cultivated in fields, gardens and bor- 
ders, nud every part of the plant is turned to 
practial account. A hundred pounds of the 
seeds yield forty pounds of oil, and the press- 
el residue forms a wholesome food for cattle, 
as also do the leaves and the green stalks, cut 
up tmall, all being eagerly eaten. The fresh 
flowers when a little short of full bloom, furn- 
ish a dish for the table which bears favorable 
com parison with the artichoke. They contain 
a large quantity of honey, and so prove an at- 
traction to hees. The seeds are a valuable 
food for poultry; groundinto flour, pastry and 
cakes can be made from them, and boiled in 
alum water they yield a-biue coloring 
matter, The carefully dried leaf is nsed as 
tobacco. The seed receptacles are made 
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into blotting paper and the inner part of the 
stock into fine writing paper; the woody por- 
tios are consumed as fuel, and from the re- 
sulting ash valuable potash is obtained. Large 
plantations of them in swampy places area 
protection against intermittent fever. 


TAME GRASS PASTURES. 


The most preferable plan istosow grass 
seed on well prepared soil in the spring or, if 
the season is open, sowitin February, and 
as soon as possible afterward mulch the 
ground spareingly with stable manure or 
other well-rotted manure that will all, gr 
nearly all, dissolve in the spring rains. This 
dressing adds tothe warmeth of the soil and 
brings the grass blades forward early and 
evenly, and by the time hot weather comes 
the grass will have formed a good sod, and 
the growth is sufficient to stand not only the 
Augustsun, but the hard frosts of the first 
winter, and your tame grass pasture is a suc- 
cess. Deal gently with it the first year, and 
allow it to go into winter quarters with a good 
growth, and ontopa good dressing of man- 
ure, and for early spring, when the prairie 
grass is yet in the icy embrace of Jack Frost, 
you will be happy at the green tinge that each 
day grows brighter on your meadow, and 
which willfurnish pasture two or three weeks 
earlier than the wild grass. 


Household Notes. 


HALIRUT STEAK.—Take 2 nice fresh steak 
of halibut, dip it firstinto beaten egg; sprinkle 
lightly with salt; then dip into powdered 
cracker, and fry in hot lard. Serve on a hot 
platter with tomato sauce poured around it. 


RIcE av Jus.—Thoroughly boil a cupful of 
rice, have ready a buttered pie-dish, anda 
pint and a half of good strong stock. Drain 
the rice, turn it into the pie-dish, pour the 
stock over it; add a seasoning of pepper, salt 
and butter. Place it in the oven for ten 
minutes, and serve very hot. 

Duck A LA.  BiGARDE.—Roast vour duex 
(without stuffing) for hajf an hour, ‘basting 
tirst with alittle hot water, andthen with 
butter. For the Bighrde sauce, make a halfa 
pint of brown gravy, and add to itasmall 
wine glass ofclaret, some salt and cayenne, 
and the strained juice of three oranges with a 
little of the mnd carefully pared off. 

KEDGEREE.—Boil two tablespoonsfuls of 
rice, and drain it es dry as possible. Have 
reacy some previously cooked fish, pulled 
w:th forks into niee small pieces, and free’ 
frou all bones and skin; add it to the rice, and 
make ithot over the fire. Just before serving 
beat up two egys and stir’ well into the rice 
and fish. Ada a little exzyenne and salt. to 
taste. 

STUFFED POTATOES.—Bake some large 
potatoes in their skins; when quite done 
scoop out the insides and mash them well 
with a little butter or miik; mix some finely 

iineced beef or mutton with the mashed pota- 
toes, adding pepper and salt to taste; refill the 
empty skins with the mixture, and place them 
in the oven again till thoroughly hot, adding 
asmall jump of butter on the top of each to 
prevent their becoming too dry. Serve upina 
cloth. This is always a fovorite dish with 
children. 

CEUES A DORANGE.—Make a stiff pudding, 
With a pint of milk, puton fire with a smal 
hali eup of sugar. When it comes to boiling 
poimt add toittwo tablespoonsful of corn- 
starch, dissolved in alittle cold milk, pre- 
viously reseived fromthe pint. Stir until 
it thickens, then add the beaten whites of four 
eggs, and fiavor witha teaspoonful of orange 
juice. Have some little patty-pans oval like 
anecg,and putitintothe centre of eacha 
sipal! round ball of wood, the size ofan egg 
yolk, and dipped in cold water. (To keep these 

aiis steady they must be bored, and the hole 
filled up with lead.) Pour the hot pudding 
into the little pans, which must also be dip- 
pecdin cold water, and when itis cool and 
lirm take out the little wooden balls. Then 
pour into their vacant places an orange jelly 
nade thus: Dissolve half a package of ¢ela- 
tine in half a cup of water, letting it stand an 
nour. Then add the juice of five sour oranges 
and «a tittle less thau a pound of white sugar. 
After mixing these together pour on the 
whol: a half pint of boi:ing water. ‘The mix- 
ture is not to vo near the filre at all. wtefore 
the jelly is cola addit tu the pudd ng and set 
away to gettirm. ‘Then slipthe ‘texgs’” out 
Oithe Little pans ona dishto serve. Taey 
huve the appeurance of poached eggs, nnd are 
very nice. A set of these pius aud balls will
